Wilson Scholarship Fund 
Provides Living Costs; 
McGill Budget Doubled 



Memorial to Cover 
Residence Fees 



A. Morris W. Wilson Memorial 
Scholarship Fund is to be estab- 
lished to honor the memory ot the 
Into chancellor. This decision of 
the board of governors was an- 
nounced recently by Dr. F. Cyril 
James, principal and vice chan- 
cellor. 

The scholarship fund wUl pro- 
vide tuition and. in addition, liv- 
ing expenses for worthy students 
not otherwise able to attend a uni- 
versity. It Is intended primarily to 
aid young Canadians, particularly 
those in rural aieas. 

Dr. James, in his announcement, 
pointed to the fact that the number 
of students from the rural districts 
of Canada entering the university 
has been diminishing in relation 
to those from the urban centres. 
Related to this is the fact that the 
most of a university education has 
been increasing constantly over the 
past 26 yoars. Away-from-home liv- 
ing expenses have also mounted 
steeply. 

At the present time, faid Dr. 
James, It requires from $3,000 to 
$8.000 to cover the full costs of a 
university degree at McGlll Uni- 
versity. For this reason "a great 
Increaic In the number ot scholar- 
ships is vitally essential. No waste 
could be more tragic for Canada 
than the failure to provide for tlic 
educational development of the 
ablest of young Canadians." 

The setting up of the new schol- 
ur.-hip fund will make possible the 
[ullcr participation of rural youth 
in Canadian educational opportu- 
nities in the opinion of education- 
alists. Thif, it was pointed out, is 
in keeping with Mr. WiUon'.; broad 
h.umanitarian principles which led 
'.lim to take a particular interest in 
young Canadians who possessed 
tlic academic qualifications but 
lacked the means to go to a uni- 
versity.

McGllt University estimated a $4,- 
500,000 budget, for next session, 
more than twice its pre-war level, 
in order to accommodate an anti 
cipated record enrolment o( 0,000 
students, of whom more than half 
will be ex-service men. 

Dr. F. Cyril James, principal and 
vice-chancellor of the University, 
disclosed this Information at the 
seventh annual meeting of the Mc- 
Gill Associates, held recently in the 
nit/. Carlton Hotel under the presi- 
dency of H. Greville Smith. 

Conditions have changed ' mark- 
edly in regard to each of the im- 
portant elements of the life of the 
University — student enrolment, 
teaching staff, buildings and equip- 
ment, finances— and the number 
and variety of the problems arising 
from this rapid expansion can be 
imagined more easily than they can 
be described. Dr. James pointed out. 

Some Indication of the causes of 
this expansion is available In the 
statistical compllatons made by the 
Department of -Veterans Affairs 
some months ago, showing that 14 ',4 
per cent, of all the veterans attend- 
ing college or university courses In 
Canada had registered at McGill. 
This proportion is substantially 
higher than the pre-war ratio of 
McGill registration to the total re 
gistration at all Canadian Univer 
sites. Furtheromre, no qualified 
veteran who sought to enter McGill 
has at any time been refused ad- 
mission. 

The expenditure due to Increases 

>of stalf. biulding and equipment 

has risen sharply. "At the outbreak 

of war," Dr. James said, "our an 

nual expenditure was somewhat 

less than $2,000,000. At the present 

moment, although the financial 

statements for the year have not 

yet been completed, it is apparent

"What makes up a University 
Education?" was the question dis 
cussed by Mr. Caspar Nacgclc, of 
the McGill Sociology Department, 
In the first of the novel "Food for 
Tliought" discussion series in the 
Grill Boom of the Union yesterday 
at 1:03 p.m. 

Sponsored by the students' 
'Forum, the discussion was attended 
by over 80 students eating their 
lunches while they listened to Mr. 
Nacgclc, who put forward many 
thoucht-provoking queries on the 
problem of education. 

"Education is not only a problem 
of learning, but one ot unlearning 
as well," said Mr. Naegele, as hu 
advised students to approach their 
studies not as an end, but as a 
means— a means to further under- 
stand ' some of the more basic 
problems of present day human 
society. 

Pointing out the necessity of mak- 
ing a decision as to the future use 
of the' individuals' studies, Mr. 
Naegele remarked that there are 
those who interests arc more or less 
selfish, and their main motives lie 
In climbing the social ladder; then 
there are those who are' sincerely 
interested In the problems of life, 
and the more profound aspects of 
human life and philosophy. To the 
latter, Mr. Naegele gave the follow' 
ing advice: "You may get drunk one 
night a week, but when you ge 
drunk every night, it wilt serious 
ly hamper your work."

French Summer 
School Attracts 
100 U.S. Students 



More than 200 students have al- 
ready enrolled in McGill's French 
Summer School for the opening of 
Its twenty-fifth year ot continuous 
existence on June 27. The students, 
more ahan halt of whom are Am- 
ericans, come from as far away as 
Florida and California, while the 
Canadians represent every province 
except Prince Edward Island, stated 
Prof. Darhelnet, Director of the 
School. 

Eleven scholarships of $65 and 
$50 were awarded, three of which" 
were declined due to inability to 
attend the session. Those accepting 
arc: 

$65 scholarship: Clark. E. W.; 
Fundcrburk, A. B.; Hall, M.; Houts, 
C. - . 

$50 scholarship: Allan, M.; Barth, 
J.; Clark, E.; Kernan. H. 

The students, 100 of whom arc 
female, will be housed at Strath- 
cona and Douglas Hails, and will 
attend lectures in the Arts Building. 
Weather permitting, oral classes 
will be held on the lawns of 
Douglas Hall and the main campus. 

The School has an Interesting his- 
tory. It was started in 1910, when 
it was linown as French Holiday 
Courses and was discontinued with 
the arrival of the first World War. 
In 1022 it resumed classes under its 
present name. 

Beforc thc war American students 
were predominant and with the 
advent of Pearl Harbour attend- 
ance dropped considerably. How- 
ever, Canadian enrolment increased 
gradually, and with the resumption 
of normal American enrolment the 
School contemplates two additions 
to its present stcff of twelve. In 
fact, It is hoped tliat the second en- 
rolment of 228 established in 1931 
will be bettered this year by the 
time classes begin.

D.V.A. has recently amended its 
regulations concerning pass require- 
ments, it was announced yesterday. 

Previously a student could fail 
in t\yo examinations on\y and could 
carry no conditional . subject into 
the next year. It Is now possible, 
where faculty regulations permit, 
to write supplemental examinations 
at the first supplemental period 
thereafter in all subjects failed. In 
addition, one full' course may now 
be carried as a condition into the 
next year. 

Students in the Faculty of Arts 
and Science will bo permitted to 
write supplementals in any sub> 
jectS; they failed in the May final 
examinations. These supplementals 
will be held in September. Appli- 
cations must be , made to Mrs. Os- 
wald (Room 8) before August 1st.

THE PRICE OF HUMAN LIVES 



At -iliis very moment the Nationnl ClothinR 
Collection drive is at work througliout this 
country. • The Summer Students' Council has 
decided to aid the drive wherever poîsibic on 
this campus, and a committed will be set up 
to help collect clothes for Europe. 

These arc the facta ;at least ns far 'as most 
of us arc concerned. However, since every 
student should do his or her very best to aid 
the clothing collection, it might be well to 
remind ourselves why there has to be a clothing 
drive at all, and why it is our sacred duty to 
help. 

AVar-torn Europe has certainly not recover- 
ed from tlic blows received during the last 
years. Only two days ago Prime ^linister Mac- 
kenzie King, who has recently returned from 
a trip to England, told the House of Commons 
of the frightful conditions in every European 
country. Fuel clothes and food arc needed 
. most urgently, since preparations for the com- 
ing winter have to be made now. If the help 
that this continent can give is not sent now, 
it will be too late, and thousands of men, 
wothen and children will die because once again 
we did too little too late. 

♦ ♦ « 

As students of a free country, as wc like to 
call ourselves, wc have been given nn opportun- 
ity to gain the confidence of a disillusioned 
continent for the way of life which we main' 
tain is good, by one simple action: help. It 
will be well to remember too, that if we fail 
to do our duty this time, we will have no riglil 
to be surprised at the political consequences 
of our failures. 

Over and over again history has proved that 
abEolutism;^^deipolism, fascism, all these forms 
of government and oppression which; wc profess 



to abhor, have always found favour with a 
nation of malcontents. There are always men 
to bo found in any country who will bo ready 
to throw the fagots of dictatorship and war 
into the seething klcttlc of national unrest; 
hunger and cold are two of the best ingredients 
to make the work of such fanatics successful. 

As a nation which has just warred against 
these evils, and as students who hope to bo 
the leaders of tomorrow's peaceful world, wc 
cannot and must not forget Europe at any 
time. In the modern world it has never been 
possible for any country or nation to persuo 
nn ostrich policy, and on this very day, in the 
atomic age, such a policy has become even 
more dangerous and deadly. Today our forgct- 
fulncss of Europe, our refusal to consider that 
continent from the point of view of Christian 
decency or political expediency will surely hit 
our own back yards with an atomic blast. 

Yesterday a clothes collection box was placed 
in the Union, and with the help of our local 
committee similar centres will soon appear 
throughout the campus. If you have a piece 
of clothing which you do not think wilt be 
needed this winter, no matter what style or 
size it may be, leave it at one of these collection 
points; that is all you have to do ... a cheap 
price for a human life saved from frost and 
death. > / 

At the same time, it must never be forgotten 
that our responsibility to Europe does not end 
there. Wc must, send food and fuel, and., we 
must keep a watchful eye on a continent which 
has but lately risen from near-death. The 
clothing drive is but a beginning ... let us 
help now, and with this action begin a new 
page in our very lives— a page of watchfulness

Russian Writers 



A University Voice^o^At All TiniSS 



In the past few weeks many interesting -items 
of news concerning llie University have appear- 
ed in the metropolitan press. Wc have read about 
the acquisition by the University of R.C.À.F. 
barracks in Laehine to alleviate the present and 
acute housing shortage for students. Wc have 
been reminded once, again of the untimely death 
of our Chancellor through the establishment of 
the Morris Wilson Memorial Scholarship F,und, 
and have been most gratified to know that the 
name of a true friend and educator of McGill 
students has been preserved for latere generations 
of young Canadians in such a nôt>lo^fashion. 

.\11 these items of news have been of consider- 
able interest to the public — the readers of the 
newspapers in which those items were first pub- 
lished. » 

However, we cannot deny that wc have read 
these reports of,University news with some dis- 
appointment. Why, wc asked ourselves. Why 
did these items not appear first in the University 
newspaper, the. McGill Daily? Why was our 
reporter, who covers the so-called "administra- 
tion beat" told that there was nothing interest- 
ing to report when metropolitan papers were; en- 
trusted with such important stories within the 
same twcnty^tour^hours? At "first wc thought 
thatythc reduced^ciKulation and weekly publica- 
tion schedule of The Daily during tiie summer 
had something vto^do^with our recent demolition 
.to oblivion. This has never happened bcfordj wc 
thought, we have always received the most care- 
ful consideration from the University adminii- 
tration, it must bo that wc arc now considered 
a small-timo Weekly. 

For a few hours of meditation wc contented 
ourselves with this .forced degradation. This 
state of mind did'not last very long however, and 
we reached the conclusion that it was high time 
to be slightly indignant; therefore these lines arc 
written in indignation, and in the hope that they 



will bear fruit: 



We feel, that no matter what the circuiaition 
of The Daily may bo during the summer, this 
l)apcr, being the voice of the University, is en- 
titled to print news of sucli viUiI importance to 
the university as the items mentioned above. Wo 
believe that no metropolitan newspaper will re- 
duce tlio amount of space ttsually given to an 
official University story, simply because that 
storj' has previously appeared in The Daily. Wc 
reach an entirely different section of the public, 
and fftcl the need for up-to-date news coverage 
of this campus. We imdcrstnnd, of course,' that, 
with a weekly publication schedule, wc arc 
bound to be behind the times in many cases, but 
last week this was not so, and Tlic Daily went 
to press without two big stories, which, wc be- 
lieve, could have been released to us. Wc'think, 
moreover, that the students attending University 
this summer should be in a position to gain con- 
fidence in their newspaper, and know that this 
will only happen if they do not find all impor- 
tant University news in the metropolitan papers 
of the same Hate as The Daily's weekly edition. 

The Daily has never been a disruptive force 
on this campus, and the confidence of the stu- 
dents in the liason-funetion of this paper be- 
tween students, faculty and administration can 
only be of the greatest benefit to the entire uni- 
versity. 

Wc regret that such important items as the 
two enumerated have hot come to the attention 
of students through The Daily, and hope that 
in the future we will give better service to our 

readers.' 

To those who have "demoted" us* we would 
like to say that we hope to be restored to our 
previous place of responsibility as The Univer- 
sity Newspaper, and that our above promises to 
our readers will materialize in due course.

"Dangerous but honourable." With 
this phrase, Ilya Ehrenburg sum- 
med up Canada's history for the 
past thirty years. 

While visiting our troops as a War 
correspondent during the Great 
War, he found the Canadian posi- 
tions "dangerous but honourable." 
When reading of this last war and 
of the" fighting around the Shcldt 
Estuary he learned that our task 
was again "dangerous but honour- 
able." And now with Canada's 
stand on the spy trials the posi- 
tion Is once more "dangerous— but 
not honourable." 

During their short stay in Mont- 
real, your Daily reporter had 
many opportunities to meet the 
Russian writers Ilya Ehrenburg, 
Konstantin Simonov and MaJ.>Gen- 
eral Galaktlonov. We met during 
an exclusive Interview, a banquet, 
and at the Forum Tuesday evening. 
Although the situation changed from 
Intimacy, to jollity, to oratory, 
there was one point whieh stood 
out, beyond all others. 

These Russian writers are ex 
Ircmcly conscious of the power of 
the press. Time after time they 
harked bac'if to it. 

"After reading the Canadian 
newspapers and their comments on 
Jtussia, I am particularly glad to 
meet the people (At the Forum) 
Only now do I l<now that they have 
no wish to exchange blood for 
printer's ink."— Ehrenburg. 

"We do not criticize your free 
democratic expressions of thought. 
But they do not have a place in in- 
ternational relations." — Simonov, 
This view may well be seconded by 
our own Department ot External 
Affairs. 

"We do not fear Press attacks 
We have withstood the might of 
the whole German Army."— Ehren- 
burg. . 

"I will show my granddaughter 
the doll I bought her here. 

I will not show her the Montreal 
papers. They should not be shown 
to any child, Russian or Cana- 
dian."— Galaktlonov. I 

'If they lay such emphasis upon 
our newspapers, we in turn must 
remember thati the impressions 
they gain now will be later given 
to the whole of Russia. Perhaps 
this is best cxpreised in Ihc words 



of Elmore PhilpotI, the man who 
Introduced them to their Montreal 
audience. 

"The three visiting Soviet writ- 
ers have power, through print to 
reach the vast majority of their 
countrymen. Wc here tonight have 
power to convey to them, some 
sentiments of the ordinary Cana- 
dian people." 

The Russian correspondents 
gather their impressions nôt only 
from tfrrltten articles but from tho 
reception given them at tho Forum. 
It is well' that you know what that 
reception was. The audience 
cheered loudly and clapped for 
some while when it was staled that 
the Canadian people would not 
support a government whieh 
sought war with Russia. 

Mr. Elirenburg seemed puzzled 
at the treatment his country re- 
ceives. "It' the Americans play 
around with the Atom Bomb, It is 
nothing — a game of football. If 
we (the Russians) play football, 
it is preparation for World War 
III." 

Mr. Sinrionov had a question. 
"Why do you ask us to live as you 
do? Wc don't ask you to adopt our 
ways." From the fears so often 
voiced in our papers, their seem n 
good many who doubt this. 

After the banquet given Monday 
by tho Legion in their honour, , the 
Russian guests answered questions 
for nearly three hours. While it was 
only natural that some of the ques- 
tions h.nd to be parried or were 
impossiblo to handle, they were 
very significant because: 

1. They brought to the fore, the 
many doubts which plague the re- 
lationship between the U.S.S.R. and 
the Englisli speaking nations. 

2. Tlicy showed the eagerness of 
the Russians to explain. 

While some points raised had to 
do with sport and culture, tho 
majority were 'concerned with 
graver Issues. Possibly the personal 
convictions of the Soviet writers 
became most obvious when Mr. 
Ehrenburg was talking on capital- 
ism and socialism. He genuinely 
believed that socialism was, to tisc 
his own figure, 'A new gulf stream' 
that would alter first the cllmntc, 
then the economy and finally Uic 
life of tho world. 

Time will tell.

AU in nil, the group of paintings 
by Hclcsch were excellent. Tliero 
were several arresting portraits, a 
few landscapes which I found 
rather weak, and a very lovely 
"Mother and Child" dene In a warm 
sepia and the rather aged In tho 
wood style of the Renaissance 
period. 

The artist's colors areiwam|and 
mellow and tho pink whici^M^SeS' 
so often is cspcelally effective. It 
may be found in nearly .all of his 
pictures, verging from mauve to a 
subdued brown. The nude in 
"Dressing" and the shirt of tho 
"Man with the Concertina" arc ex- 
amples of his quite definite pink, 
which still is not a Jarring, vibrant 
color but rather soft and restful. 

Here is an artist who has none of 
tho modern qualities in painting, of 
unrest, of symbolism ond introspec- 
tion. His art is objective, serene 
and beautiful in its quiet con- 
templation of life. Mr. Holescli Is 
able to paint horses, Chinese peas- 
ants and society ladies with equal 
equnnimity and from what I have 
seen is able to paint . them ali 
equally well.

A Scot was engaged In an argu- 
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ART REVIEW

Three artists were represented in 
the recent exhibition at .the art gal> 
Icry: Clare Faùteûx, Samiiei Robert- 

son and D. Holesch. Miss Fauteux's 
paintings of France during the oc- 
cupation have been given a good 
deal of publicity. The fact that the 
artist herself was imprisoned at 
Camp Besancon for seven months 
malces her impressions of life at 
Besancon of real interest Her 
sketches, water-colors and .oils will 
all bo Included in the forthcoming 
publication "Fantastic Interlude." 
Miss Fauteux's painting in oils, "Po- 
tato Peeling," has already been re- 
printed in one of tho local newsi 
papers In connection with an article 
on her worlc. 

I sincerely wish that the work 
of D. Holesch had ben given as 
much attention by the reviewers. I 
spent considerable , time on his 
twenty-odd paintings included in 
the show and found his woric to be 
the best in the exhibit. 

Mr. Holesch Is a native of Czecho- 
slovakia and studied in Budapest. 
He has exhibited in Europe, in Aus- 
tralia and also in the Far East 
where he lived for some time. Sev- 
eral of his pictures arc now in the 
Modern Art Gallery In New York. 
As he has only recently come to 
Montreal, this is the first time his 
pictures have been on view to the 
public. 

It is to be hoped that he- will 
make Montreal his home, as here is 
a talented artist who would cer- 
tainly benefit the art circles of this 
city. 

Many of his pictures are out- 
standing. The two most outstand- 



ing being to my mind, "Girls at the 
Races" and "Melon Market." In the 

first of these, the artist has caught 
the spirit and style ot the French 
painter, Edward Manet. Tho darker, 
prettier girl's face mirrors all the 
elegance, and frivolity of Paris at 
the Baces. The auburn-haired girl's 
sensitive mouth and heavy eyelids 
conveys the nervous excitement of 
the dimly seen crowds in the back- 
ground. 

"Melon Market" is not quite as 
dramatic as "Girls at the Races." It 
is a study In color and lines. The 
colors arc diffused and mellow ns 
in all of Holcch's paiijtlngs. The 
lines arc of rest «nd not of motion. 
Olive green, yellow and brown 
form tho major colors of "Melon 
Market" and tho work has a rest- 
ful quality due to its rather sombre 
shades and sloping lines. The value 
of the artist's Oriental paintings 
Iks In tho fact that while the sub- 
jects arc occidental there is no 
trace of an eastern influence in 
Mr. Holesch's style, 

Among other things which struck 
me particularly, about this ex- 
hibition were the artist's fondness 
fcr pink and his lively and sympa- 
thetic interest in horses. In "First 
Run" the two go hand and hand. 
The graceful mare leading her 
young colt Is nearly as pink as the 
very nice nude in the work entitled 
"Dressing". 

There were four pieces having 
horses for their main theme, these 
were: "First Run", "Horso Shoe- 
ing" (done in the modern American 
style), "Horse Market", and 
"Horses". All of these were 
beautifully done. I especially liked 
"Horse Market", which seemed to 
me very SLivcnic in spirit. Mr. 
Holesch's stylo is so varied thot it 
is hard to say exactly what school 
of painting ho follows, but in

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A Dream on Wheels 



: . Tthere Is something unreal about 
Southern California: a state of fan- 
tasy, a \vall{ins-drcam-li]<c quality 
wtiicli strangely moves all who' en- 
ter that colourful state. But I -won- 
'der if all who Journey there exper- 
ience the fantasy of California, as I 
did, long before crossing Its sun- 
caressed borders? 

; From the moment I chose m.v 
modo of travel— supposedly a pay- 
ing passenger in a private automo- 
bile, but actually via what is called 
"the wildcat bus route"— every- 
. thing was bizarre, almost myster- 
ious.'. The rendezvous was a third- 
class hotel in downtown Manhat- 
tan; it was sombre and dusty; in 
dark corners unsmiling figures 
waited impatiently. 

My fellow-passengers were not 
reassuring either. There was tiic 
tall, saturnine artist in the baclr 
scat, returning home to Pomona, 
defeated. Beside him sat two young 
German sailors whose English 
phrases were fewer in number than 
their years. They were cheerful, 
voluble, expansive. Their ship was 
laid up for repairs, and they had 
time and money to spend. The 
driver was a tense, good-looking 
young man. He would not explain 
the bullet-hole in the right window- 
frame of the car. "Just call me 
Curly," he said. 

Curly drove fast. It was only by 
speed and still more speed thiit he 
could compete with the organized 
bus-lines. We smashed through 
Mew Jersey. We roared into Penn- 
sylvania, swirling and screaming 
around the sharp corners of the 
Black Hiils. Night came, and with 
it fog. It was cold and freezing. 
As we climbed, Curly drove with 
his head out of the window. But 
he drove no more slowly. . 

When the fog lifted, torrential 
* rains came. Our powerful head- 
lights showed the fields on cither

side covered with water; it had 
been raining there a long time. 
During the balance of that night, 
the air of fantasy was tempered 
by danger, for we began to pass 
flood warnings. Through the sat- 
urated darkness was hurled a cor 
with strangers in it; past oil-skin 
clad figures swinging red lan- 
terns; through flooded towns with 
every house mysteriously alight. 
We crept tensely through wheel- 
deep lakes, where the road had 
been, and across bridges trembling 
with the onslaught of •boiling wat- 
ers. The sailors chattered in Ger- 
man like a couple of gleeful, mon- 
keys. The artist became even 
more melancholy. 

If the fantasy was spiced with 
danger In Pennsylvania, there was 
almost a comic surrealism aboiit it 
in Iowa. Curly had picked up a 
girl; young, wise, his kind. Any- 
one who had his eyes open could 
see-What was happening. Finally, 
somewhere. In Iowa in the middle of 
the night, we stopped at a road- 
house, oblazc with light. Curly and 
the girl disappeared. The sailors 
and the artist went inside. I went 
for a walk. It was Just a little town 
in the. middle of America, in the 
middle of the night. The sky was 
huge above me, the stars countless 
and powerful. That I should be 
there, and not know where I was, 
and not care— that I should feel a 
great sense of rightness with the 
world— that was an awesome and 
mysterious sensation. 

I returned to the road-house. My 
eyes burned with the uunacustom- 
ed glare. Tlicn I rubbed them with 
disbelief, for the place 'was crowd- 
ed with sailors. We were a thou- 
sand miles from the nearest sea, 
and it was crowded with sallorst 
There was a pyramid of beer 
bottles in front of the two Ger- 
mans. An altercation was begin- 
ning between the proprietor and 



one of them,- who had been flirting 
with the former's wife. And some- 
one had got the artist very, very 
driink. It was the only occasion' on 
the .wholej^trlpithat I saw him 
cheerfûI.^WHK*a sense of the utter 
unreality of the whole ridiculous 
situation, I placated the proprietor, 
hired a cabin for four, and suc- 
ceeded in putting the two Germans 
and the artist to bed. But I never 
did find out where all the tailors 
came from. 

And that was the atmosphere' of 
the entire trip. We got lost in 
Colorado,.^ and wandered into à lit- 
tle town with its cowboys, horses, 
saloons and shanties, that had Tiot 
changed since the wild west frontier 
days. We took a short-cut, and drove 
through the night, up and up and 
up, almost freezing to death. The 
sun came- up orange, there were 
dozens of blue, snow-packed peaks 
around us. We were in the heav- 
enly beautiful town of Salida, high 
In the Rockies, and had driven over 
the shoulder of Pike's Peak by mis- 
take. 

Finally, by night, we drove across 
the great, bleak Mojavc desert. 
There was something eerie about 
the cold white mobn' overhead, the 
stunted scarecrow trees, the elong- 
ated, reaching black shadows. A 
vaste wasteland, dull, monotonous, 
depressing. Then as the whiterlng 
sun came up, wc burst into an 
oasis — Bakersfield, California. It 
was like driving through the pearly 
gates, for the colourful buildings — 
red, blue, purple, pink — shocked 
our desert-numbed senses, and the 
exotic palms, the lush flowering 
bushes, the rainbow-attired people, 
made us realize we had arrived at 
last' This was the fitting fantastic 
climax to a thoroughly dream-like 
journey, for Southern California is 
fantasy itself. * 



EX GOELIS

(This story is continued from last week. It is a 
variation on D-Day as experienced by a group of 
the 1st Canadian Parachute Battalion. When the 
story ended tlw^smàlL force, were crossing the River 
Orne to rcJolnMiTeliPunlt on the extreme left flank 
of the Allied bridgehead.) . 

The rest of the crossing was made without trouble. 
The one mcn^ory I have is of a badly wounded Ger- 
man soldier, lying on the side of the road. His face 
was a ghastly yellow and he had obviously been lying 
there for hours. I pointed him out to an English 
stretcher bearer whom wc met on the way. He shrug- 
ged his shoulders and said, "Blimey, let the bastard 
be. There are many of our own to look to first." Then 
as an afterthought he added, "Maybe we'll pick him 
up when It gets dark." 

Once over the canal bridge. I was faced with a 
problem The First Canadian Parachute Battalion was* 
four miles away and to it there were two possible 
roiitcs. From* the meagre Information" I could obtain, 
the northern route seemed better. At first it promised 
to be easy and only the odd wild shot come our way. 
Yet . all the shots were not wild, if you were to con- 
sider the number of our own troops huddled life- 
lessly in the fields and ditches. Now and again we 
wptild come upon German dead. 
. I remember one Gcrm'an better than any of the 
others I had seen, or was yet to sec. He lay in the 
little village of AmprevUle and must have been killed 
shortly .ittcr the first airborne landing. Everything 
about his dress was correct. His boots were polished; 
his uniform was clean and pressed; all his buttons 
fastened and his helmet was on at the proper 
angle. Even his chin strap was under his chin. If 
everything else was according to dress regulations, 
I 'am certain thai the hole In his head wasn't. I am 
not being crude or trying to be humorous. That is 
the way it impressed me. I can still see' the wound 
in his left temple. 

- Though our battalion was a mere mile distant, we 
had to remain In the village of the dead soldier be- 
cause the next village was occupied in force. Com- 
mandos held Amprevlllc, so wc took up a position 
on their right flank and dug in for the night. I cs- , 
tablishcd myself In the kitchen of the farm house wc ' 
defended. Because this was my one and only intimate 
contact with the French, I am going to recount the 
meeting In detail. 

Foremost in my mind is the food they gave us. 
■What a grand memory it is. Even now I recall with 



pleasure the big plate of slew, the two eggs and the 
good .brown bread they set before me. I won't dis- 
gust with the details. You will know what I mean 
when I say 11 disappeared in short order. 

As I mopped up the final morsel with my last 
crust of bread. I couldn't help but think of the pic- 
ture I presented. Here was I an officer in Canada's 
finest regiment, with a looje airborne smock flopping 
about my frame. My boots were caked with cow dung 
and mud. My face was still black where sweat had 
not washed away the camouflage cream. By badges 
of rank and unit flashes were hidden beneath layers 
of dust. My clothes sagged and slouched as I did. We 
were both very, very tired. 

By the end of the meal, darkness had fallen. The 
old man lit a stubby candle and with a knowing 
smile disappeared into the mustry loft. He reappear- 
ed wearing a battered ."old helmet and carrying a 
bottle of cognac. Pouring a goodly lot, he motioned 
me to drink. 

Liquid flame seared my mouth. With much ges- 
turing I convinced him that I was unequal to the 
task. Not at all disturbed but somewhat disgusted, 
he reached up and puUed a jug fronj the low rafters. 
This proved to be nothing worse than coal oil, so 
I drank it, he called it cider. 

Distasteful it was, but none the less effective. In 
a warm haze I gropped my way through an inadequte 
French, to learn the story of the German occupa- 
tion from the old fa'rmer, his daughter and his son. 

The old ono told us first of his days as a Pollu in 
the first War. Muttering "Verdun ... La Bochc; 
Verdun ... La Boche," he brought the candle (o his 
face so the puckered gash, where an eye had been, 
shown white and horrible. Years of toll had withered 
his face; years of labor had .gnarled his hands, but 
those same years of hate and toll gave him an elo- 
quence not to be equaled anyAvhcre. Yet his wrath 
did not blind his Norman soul fromMhc value of a 
franc, whether it be issued by German military 
authorities or Allied. 

His children didn't carry^he, same conviction 
when they expressed • their 'angérf' The daughter had 
only the most trivial objection to the occupation. 
She couldn't obtain the kind of cloth she liked. The 
son had no other real complaint besides the fact he 
had to work too hard in the Todt Organization. He 
was a healthy young animal and it probably did him 
a lot of good. • . • -éi^'-. . 

I left the kitchen feeling very disillusioned. I 
certainly- did not want to fight for an eye, a bolt of 
cloth and a lazy, young pup. Outside, I rolled up 
in my gas cape and went to sleep. My first day In 
France was finished. The succeeding days were to 
hold other and different experiences but I remember 
the first twenty-four hours best.' '

No Arts Course 
In Russia 



Many interesting points of com- 
parison ■ 'between ' universities in 
Riissia and \n this country, were 
discussed when the Daily inter- 
viewed the three noted Russian 
writers who visited 'Montreal this 
week; 

■No 'course's comparable to our 
"Liberal Arts" course are given In 
'Russian universities, but a student 
spMlaJizIng iti sculpture, painting, 
writing, ..or music, attends a "pro- 
fessional school" devoted to , the 
study of' that particular Art 

The "second" language now re- 
quired In Russian universities Is 
English, formerly German was the 
first foreign language to be studied. 
When asked ahout the possibilities 
of exchange of students with Rus- 
sia, the visitors stated that the de- 
vastation of Russian cities is such 
that for the present extreme hard- 
ships arc imposed on students, and 
it is not possible to provide ade- 
quately for visiting students- How- 
ever, it . is. planned to send Russian 
students abroad wherever ex- 
changes arc offered. Russian uni- 
versities arc mostly residential. 
There arc more student activities 
than in the universities here, .but 
they arc organized in a different 
way. Students arc members of vari- 
ous trade unions, such as an Engin- 
eers trade union, or a Writers 
trade union, and these unions or- 
ganize, the acllvlties of their stud- 
ent members. 

Russian students arc politically 
conscious to a much greater degree 
than students of. North American 
uniyersltles. ^ 

Many of the text books used by 
schools and colleges in Russia arc 
.issued by the Ministry of Higher 
Education. But the various Re- 
publics have considerable leeway in 
using publications on cultural sub- 
jects. 

A question was asked concerning 
exemption of college students from 
war service. Only students in the 
final year of their courses were ex- 
empted in Russian universities. Of 
the officers in the Russian army, 
approximately 75 per cent had been 
university students. 

A note to budding journalists- 
Mr. SImonov mentioned the fol- 
lowing, who he considers notewor- 
thy for their unbiased presenta- 
tion, Alexander Werth and Ralph 
Parker in England, and in the 
United States, Edgar Snow and 
Morris Hendcrsley. The American 
military correspondent Max Wer- 
ner is most highly regarded by 
General Galaktianov, his opposite 
number in the Russian press.

Citizens Support 
Archibald Fund 

Surgical Experiments 
And Graduate Work 
To Benefit By Grants 

A fund in memory of the noted 
surgeon, Edward W. Archibald, 
was started by four of his former 
students, and since added to gen 
erously by several citizens. To 
date, $44,000 has been contributed 
towards the goal of $100,000. 

"The fund Is a filUns memorial 
to one of 'the most distinguished 
surgeons McGill ever had,", slated 
Dr. James in making the announce 
ment It will not only aid develop 
ment of the surgical experimental 
laboratories, but will also promote 
graduate work in surgery.' 

Graduate students benefitting by 
the fund will be known as the 
Archibald Fellows in Surgical Re- 
search, and during the time that 
they arc aided by the fund, they 
will follow the type of research 
they themselves elect. 

The founders of the fund, all for- 
mer students, were Dr. Gavin Mil- 
ler. Dr. John Armour, Dr. C. A. 
Mcintosh, and Dr. Archibald L. Wil- 
kic; they donated $3,000, The fol- 
lowing donors are listed 'to date: 
J. W. McConnell, $9,000 a year for 
five ypars; Mrs.. J. W. McConnell, 
$1,000 a year for five years; Harry 
Bronfman, $1,000 a year for five 
years; Mrs. Mark Workman, $1,000 
a year for five years; and Anony- 
mous, $1,000 a year for five years. 

The fund, both principal and in- 
terest, will be used to maintain 
Montreal as one of the great surgi- 
cal research centres of America. 
A fitting memorial for one who ob- 
tained world-wide acclaim for not- 
able contributions to surgery.

000. This is due to rigorous con- 
trol of expenditure along with two 
other significant factors. In the 
first place, the aggregate endow- 
ments exceed $25,000,000, . the high- 
est in McGlll's history. In tho 
second place, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, recognizing the fact that 
fees do not cover the cost of edu- 
cation, has paid a grant in addi- 
tion to the regular fee, ot $150, 
for each veteran attending under 
the D.VJ^. plan. 

Although this outright grant will 
not be forthcoming for future ses- 
sions, it is expected that the Do- 
minion Government will defray 
any deficit due to the enrolment 
of veterans up to an amount of 
$150 for each student.
